[” his} two-volume biography of a 
diplomatist who was denied the full 
measure of his yeward during life, Mr. 
Stephen Gywnn' has laid the fowndations, 
wisely and well, on which future 
historians will base their estimate of Sir 
Cecil Spring Rice and the splendid work 
that he did for his country. The book is 
not only a record of the mner diplomatic 
history from 1890 to the close of the Great 
War, but the pertrait of a man whom 
any country ought to have been proud te 
have in its. rvervice. Not only was 
‘ Springy,’’ as he was known to his 
friends, eminent in his own profession, 
but he was a polished letter-writer, whose 
comments on affairs In the various 
eapitals where ho served are fresh. and 
original; he was something of a wit, and 
something more as a writer of verse, with 
a special partiality for the sonnet, 
Spring Rice was at Eten with the late 
Lord Curzon, J. K. Stephen and Gerald 
Balfour, and at Oxford under Jowett. 


| He began his diplomatic career under 
i Lord Rosebery at the Foreign Office, and 
| bacan the usual diplomatic round as an 


attaché at Washington, where he formed 
friendship with Roosevelt, 
whose best man he was to be at his 
wedding at St. George's: Hanover square. 
He did more; for he laid ¢he foundation 
of a perfect understanding of America 
which was to be of tnestimable valne 
when he found himself at Washington 
again during the crisis of the World War, 

Before returning to America he had 
spent a term in Japan; he had been in 
Bertin in the critical period preceding 
the South African War, and shrewdly 
summed up the tendency of the Kaiser's 
policy as that of “organising a 
Continental alliance against Engtand *’; 
and he had also been in Catro, Constanti- 
nople and St. Petersburg. 

Spring Rice returned to Washington 
with a mind stored with experience, and 
a sharpened faculty for understanding the 
peculiar mentality of the American 

eople, and still more that of President 
Vilson. From the beginning he aimed 
at smoothing awaw the differences between 
Great Britain and America, just as Page 
did in -England, and if he did not. bring 
the United States into the war, he did all 
he could in. keeping the way clear, 
although he acutely recognised that 
Wilson had promised more than he could 
fulfil, even to the extent of advising his 
Government not to count on America’s 
coming in. 

Spring Rice was. recalled from 
Washington at the end of 1917. and it 
virtually broke his heart. He nad 
revealed “ faults of temper’ in dealing 
with certain members of Wilson's 
Cabinet, and he did not hit it: off 
completely with Colonel House, who loomed 
larger than he does now, and he had no 
liking for Lord Northelifie’s methods. So 
he had to make way for “a direct and 
responsible representative of the War 
Cabinet, somebody who is well versed in 
the latest developments in the field of war 
and the European situation” Mr. 
Stephen Gwynn makes it clear, to anyone 
who cares to balance the pres and cous of 
the situation, that Spring Rice, of whom 
Viscount Cecil said in Parliament that 
‘“no Ambassador ever fulfilled i his 
task with more unwearied vigilance, 
conspicuous ability, and ultimate success,”’ 
was unfortunately, if not badly, handled.

Mr. Hewat proposed the election of Mr, 
McGloughlin, the then Vice-Chairman, as | 
Chairman. For the last two years, he said, 


the work of the Board had been carried out i 


smoothly and satisfactorily by the outgoing 
Chairman, Mr; Lawrence, and the Vice-Chair- 
man, Mr. McGleugblin. In his capacity as | 
Vice-Chairman, the Board had received every 
evidence of the ability of Mr. McGloughlin 
to discharge his duties with complete satis- 
faction to all the membere. (Hear, hear.) 
In the city he had established for himself 
a reputation as a fair and bread-minded man. 

Mr. Byrne seconded, and stated that Mr. 


MeGloughlin possessed all the essentials for } De 


a successful chairman. 

Mr. W. Field and Mr. McAvim associated 
themselves with the motion. 

Mr. Lawrence said that during his twa j 
years as Vioe-Chaimman Mr. McGlougblin had 
done splendidly, and as Chairman would 
officiate with henour to himself and oredit to 
the Board. 

The motion was passed unanimously. 

Mr. McGloughlin then took the chair, and, 
returning thanks, said that he deeply appre- 
ciated the honour conferred on him. Every 
member of the Board took such a keen 
interest in its work that his responsibility 
would be very light. The sttenuous work 
of the last two years had béén admirably 
carried out by Mr. Lawrence.

Mr. David Barry proposed a vote of thanks 
to Mr. Lawrence for is dignified conduct :n 
the chair, and for the constructive work with 
which he had been identified in the past two 
years.

Mr. Lawrence replied suitably, and, in a 
review of the activities of the Board during 
1929, said that he would allow its deeds to 
speak for themselves. 

WHARF EXTENSION, 

In reviewing the year that has gone, Mr. 
Lawrence said that the extension and re- 
construction of the Alexandra Wharf, of 
which some nine hundred feet had been built, 
would, when completed, afford fifteen hundred 
feet of the deepest and best-equipped quay 
in any port in a ay The total sum ex- 
pended to December, 1929, on this work 
amounted te £118,000. The reconstruction 
and extension of the fitting-out wharf for the 
Dublin Dockyard Company was in progress. 
About 75 per cent. of this work had been 
completed at a cost of £5,770. 

The sum of £10,500 had been expended 
ducing the year on noquinng property and 
widening the North Wall quay. <A new 
electric crane and tramway had been erected 
on Sir John Rogerson's quay at a cost of 
£6,400. The erection of an additional tobacco 
warehouse in the Custom House Docks to 
ineet the requirements of the tobacco 
trade had been practically completed, 
the cost oí which, including machinery, would 
total £25,000. 

The electrifying of the Custom House Docks 
and wurehouses had also been carried oat at 
a cost of £2,800. 

From the figures given it would be. seen 
phat heavy expenditure was incurred durin 
he year. All this outlay had been directed 
towards the development of the Port in order 
to provide a high standard of efficiency to 
meet the requirements of present and future 
trade. The; trade of the Port had been well 
maintained, and signs of improvement to 
which he had referred in last year's state: 
meut had continued. 

_ RECORD TONNAGE FIGURES. 

_ The total register tonnage oí vessels enter 
ing the Port in the year 1929 amounted to 
240,654 tons, an increase over last year's 
figures of 48,522 tons. The 1929 tonnoge figures 
constituted a record, with the exception of 
the year 1914, the year of the outhreak of 
the European war, when numbers of vessels 
were diverted to Dublin. 

The conversion of short-term Mortgage 
Bonds into the Beard’s 5 p.c. Stock had con- 
tinued, the amount of ris] outstanding, 
which stood at £686,100 in 1924, having been 
reoiuced to £73,767 at the end of 1929. 

Lhe Dublin Port and Docks (Bridges) Bill, 
providing for the rebuilding and widening of 
Buit Bridge and the building of a trans- 
porter bridge at Guild street, became law 
on 26th April, 1929, and the engineer s staff 
were at present engaged in preparing the 
plans to be submitted to the Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health, for his 
approval. 

It is quite unnecessary for him to say, 
he concluded, that the Board’s finances were 
in a thoroughly sound condition. The pros- 
ph of the Board contmued, and the 
members had every reason to congratulate 
themselves on the success that had attended 
their efforts during the year 1929. 
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HOWTH URBAN COUNCIL 
—-—— 
SURVEYOR’S REPORT. 

The business of the Howth Urban Council 
was transacted yesterday by the Commis- 
sioner, Mr. P. J. Meghen, B.E. 

Regarding the recent forecast of the Greater 
Dublin Bill whieh appeared in the Press, 
inentioning that it was proposed to give 
Howth Urban District au opportunity of ex- 
tending its boundaries by means of a Pro- 
visional Order, the ene, AL expressed 
his “p roval of the proposal. Hé hoped that 
the Ministry would also consider some pro- 

sals for the future government of Howth 
Irban District, which would come into opera- 
tion at the termination of his period of office 
in twelve months’ time. á 

Mr. F. Higginbotham, surveyor, referred 
in his report to the main road from Howth 
to Sutton, which, with the "bus and other 
fast traffic, was very dangerous at night 
without light. He hoped that the Electricity 
Roard would reconsider the lighting of that 
area. : 

As. regards the conerete road, East Pier, 
the space for the turning of ‘buses had been 
set out as per agreement with the: harbour 
authorities and Roads Department, and, when 
completed at the estimated cost of about 
£806, it should convenience the ‘bus traffic 
and its customers. 

The wear in the Hill road was very notice- 
able since the ‘buses had begun to use it, 
because, owing to the narrowness of the 
road, the ‘buses kept using one place and 
caused uneven wear. Residents were con- 
stantly complaining of the difficulty of pasa- 
ing ‘buses on the narrow parts of the road- 


Way. 

While ‘bus traffic continued he anticipated 
difficulty in laying new mains along the road. 
The removal of corners had been stopped, as 
one owner had withdrawn his consent until 
he was assured that 'buses would not be per- 
mitted on that section of the road.

Honan, in his evidence, stated that whew 
he pulled up his "bus near the Wharf Tavern 
Donnelly came up om ulled him out on 
the roadway, and struck him such a Violent 
blow on the mouth that he had to be treated 
in hospital and had four stitches in his 
mouth. He was since unable to attend to 
his work.

DOGGED " HIM, 

Donnelly, in his evidenco, said that the 
tramway “bus had ‘“‘d "him all the 
way to the East Wall. At Annesley Bridge 
Honan pulled up his “bus in such a manner 
that if he (witnéss) had not been on the alert 
he would have been obliged to crash into 4 
lamp pet. On the return journey the tram- 
way ‘bus pulled up diagonally on the road 
béyond the Wharf Tavern, and in such a way 
that he (witness) could not get out in front. 
He went up to Honan to ask for an explanc- 
tion as to why he was blocking the road on 
him and “'Blackguarding him. When 
Honan saw him coming towards him he 
(Honan) opened the door and, using bad 
language, said t he would smash witness 
and his "hus. Witness suggested that the 
‘buses should be left out of the question, and 
that they could “‘settle the matter” there 
and then. Honan then jumped on him and 
commenced to scratch his face. Witness then 
struck Honan, and that ended the matter. 

In answer to Mr. Burne, the witness said 
that his weight was about fifteen stone, and 


was Honan who selected the battle ground, 
and it was not difficult to knock him out. 
PROVOCATION. 

The Justice said that there was no doubt 
that there was a good deal of provocation 
given by Honan to Donnelly. It was obvious 
that the competition between them on the 
road was very keen, as they were making 
their livelihood out of it. He thought that 
justice would be done by marking the case 
**Cantioned on both sides."

In; Dublin Castle vesterday. Mr. Conor 
Maguire, “barrister-at-law, arbitrator ‘under 
the ‘Railways Acts, resumed the hearing of 
appeals by employés of the Great Southern 
Ratl way s Company fer & ompensaííon ar. 
peeuniary losses alleged to have been caused 
owing to the amalgamation of the Free State 
railways. 

Mr. E. J. Kelly (instructed by Mr. J.-J. 
McDonald) appeared for the respondents, the 
Great. Southern Railways Company. 

BLACKSMITH'S APPLICATION, 

Patrick Nash, who had been a blacksmith 
employed at Broadstone, was the first 
appellant on the list. His case already had 
been before the arbitrator and allowed to 
stand for further evidence. It was stated 
that he had had six vears’ service, and was 
dismissed for economic reasons. 

Mr. BE. 0. Breden. works manager, (srveat 
Southern Railways Company, gave evidence 
of there having been a downward tendeney 
in the shop at Broadstone from the middle 
of the year 1925 

Mr. Philip Davis, Hon. Secretary, Railway 
Shops Joint Committee, asked the witness 
hadi he any figures dealing with the importa- 
tion of rolling stock in general. 

Mr. Breden replied that the companies 
always had imported material, and that the 
smaller companies used to import finished 
wagon material. The Great Southern and 
Western Railway used to make most of it 
but in recent years the company had 
ported certain finished material because 
they got it cheaper than they could make it. 
They were buving to-day finished axles, 
tyres and wheels, these imported costing 
£12 os. Od. a pair, 

PRICE OF RAW MATERIAL.

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AN IRISH THERMOPYLA.

(By JOHN MACKENZIE SEMPLE). 


| HEN the Royal Munster Fusiliers 
, were disbanded at Windsor, in 1922, 
the Corps had completed 166 years’ 
service, but for only a quarter of that 
time was it an Irish reziment. When the 
Infantry of the Line was territorialised in 
1881, the four Munster counties of Cork, 
Kerry, Limerick and Clare were made the 
recruiting district of the 101st and 104th 
Foot (known as the Ist and 2nd Bengal 
Fusiliers until 1861), which were then re- 
mamed the respective Ist and 2nd Bat- 
talions of the Royal Munster Fusiliers. 
Tralee was the regimental headquarters, 
and the affiliated Militia or Reserve 
battalions had their dépéts in Charles 
Fort, near Kinsale, in Tralee, and in 
Limerick. This military location was not 
go unfitting as it appears; for, during the 
first half of the nineteenth century— 
until emigration began—almost every 
British regiment mustered dashing and 
devoted soldiers from Munster, and it 
would be hard to decide which corps had 
the strongest connection with the South 
of Ireland province. In the hardy old 
East India Company battalions—such as 
the 10lst and 104th—were also many 
Munstermen. The Adjutant of the 104th 
at Delhi, in 1857, was a member of a 
West Cork military family. 

The cap-badge, worn by the nine 
battalions of the Royal Munsters that 
served in the Great War, came from the 
old Bengal Fusiliers, and was the Royal 
Tiger on the ball of a grenade, with its 
fuse alight. In 1881 Shamrocks were 
added to the regimental crest and lace, 
and the Munster shield, with its three 
crowns, was placed on the grenade on the 
busby, the plume of which became the 
Irish green and white. Afterwards the 
Munsters had an Irish war-pipe band, 
but they never changed their Fusilier 
march of “ The British Grenadiers.’’ 

The ist Battalion of the Munsters was 
originally Clive’s Bengal European Regi- 
ment, which fought at Plassey in 1757, 
and in almost every important Indian 
battle until the mutiny at Lucknow in 
1858—as is testified by the Tiger badge 
and twenty battle honours on the blue 
regimental Colour, now in Windsor 
Castle. This corps came home for the 
first timé in 1868, and—as the Ist 
Munsters—left Fermoy for South Africa 
mn 1899, being the first regiment to go to 
the front, where its Mounted Infantry 
rendered good service. Celtic Cross war 
memorials were erected in Cork and 
Killarney afterwards. The battalion went 
from India, in 1915, to the bloody land- 
ing at Gallipoli, where Sergeant Cosgrave. 
from Aghada, in East Cork, won the V.C. 
THE OLD ARMY. 

The 2nd Benga! Fusiliers were formed 
in i559, and fought in Afghanistan, in the 
Pun;alb, and in Burma in 1853. At the 
storming ot Delhi, in 1857, the Fusiliers 
threw off their tight red jackets and fought 
in their shirt sieeves, and thus got their 
nickname of ‘The Dirty 
Coming home in 1871, this 
became the 2nd Munster 
1861. and as such won the 
honours of “ Burma, 1885-87,” and 
“South Africa.’ The 2nd Munsters 
garrisoned Limerick in 1908. 

When the Great War broke out, the 2nd 
jattalion Royal Munster Fusiliers was 
stationed at Aldershot, under Major 
Charrier, who had joined the battalion 
in 1890, and had campaigned in Africa 
for four years. In the ranks were many 
who had served in the FPoer war. twelve 
years before, and the battalion was formed 
of the pick of the manhcod from the cities 
of Cork and Limerick, and from country 
towns—such as Bandon and Kinsale, 
Killarney and Ennis—-in Cork, Kerry, 
Clare and Limerick. In these four 
Munster counties and Galway were raised 
the hundreds of thousands of recruits for 
the Irish Brigade during the eighteenth 
century, and now their descendants again 
sailed to France to aid their ancient ally. 
Like “ The Wild Geese,’’ the Munsters 
never returned

; day the captured Munsters collected and 


August, 1914, the 2nd Munsters ianded at 
Havre at dawn and swung, singing, 
through the crowded streets, on the road 
to Mons. The tramping of a British 
army had not been heard in Flanders for 
a century, when—near Mons—the troops 
marched over the battlefield of Mal- 
plequet, where their forefathers fought 
and fell in 1709. The soldiers of 1914, 
with their stiff-crowned caps and dusty 
khaki, their small moustaches and “' Tip- 
perary ’’ marching song, represented the 
passing of the old army. 


THE RETREAT FROM MONS. 


When the 27th day of Aucust broke 
sullenly during the retreat from Mons, the 
2nd Munster Fusiliers—in the rearguard 


with two 18-pounders of the Field 
Artillery—held the cross-roads above the 
village of Fesmy, where they had 
bivouacked on the night before. In a 
pastoral country of small fields and high 
hedgerows their SEA (B Company) du 
trenches; for the Germans were ex 

to attack on that morning, and at ten 
o'clock the Company was under intermit- 
tent fire from an enemy patrol. 

At twelve noon the storm broke in sheets 
of drenching rain, during which the 15th 
Westphalian Regiment—driving cattle 
in front to mask its advance—attncked B 
and D Companies of the Munsters, who, 
lying in the mud, repulsed the enemy 
with machine-guns and rifle fire, and took 
some German prisoners, losing seven 
wounded. 

Two hours later the Munsters withdrew 
fighting, and B Company, being cut off 
by thick hedges, slowly fought its way 
through Fesmy, until it rejoined the 
battalion and headed the column as 
advance guard, A mile further back the 
road was held by half of A Company of 
the Munsters—130 soldiers under two 
captains—who rejoined their Brigade 
safely. After a brush with the Uhlans, 
the rest of the battalion was mustered in 
a meadow by the bridge at Oisy in the now 
fine afternoon, when an orderly brought a 
belated order to “‘ retire at once.’’ 

The Munsters in rain-sodden khaki, and 
the field guns, accordingly retreated 
(covered by C Company which suffered in 
a rearguard action) down the wide road 
to Etreux, a village three miles from 
Fesmy, past the graveyard with its 
crucifix. 


HOW THE MUNSTERS DIED, 


Etreux was held by two German in- 
fantry regiments, and, when the Munsters 
were marching in at 6 o'clock, they were 
swept by a volley of rifle fire, while a 
battery shelled their flank; and the Irish- 
men realised that they were cut off. The 
iermans were firing along the road from a 
loopholed house, to deal with which the 
British Artillery section galloped up. and, 
when one gun was struck by a shell and 
the team of the other shot.down, the guns 
were dragged up by dismounted men. 

A German force lined: a hedge on top of 
a deep railway cutting, to clear which, D 
Company rushed from the road through 
the fizlds and across a hollow dane, covered 
by the steady rifle fire of a»platoon of A 
Company near a burning -farm-house. 
Within. seventy yards oí the embank t, 
the Munsters, with a cheer, fixed bayontts 
and charged, under a murderous fire from 
the Germans, but all the Irish were shot 
down, save two men; and only the 
Captain of the Company reached the hedge 
and was captured. 

Meanwhile B and C Companies 
attempted to storm the loopholed house, 
and Lieutenant O'Malley cycled back 
under heavy fire and brought up two 
ammunition — carts. by Major 
Charrier, who was twice wounded, a 
number of the Munsters made two more 
charges against the house, but all of them 
were killed or wounded. Grasping his 
drawn sword, the Major fell shot dead on 
the road, as he led the last charge at sun- 
set. 


THE LAST STAND. 


The remnant of the Munsters rallied 
in an orchard in the twilight, surrounded 
by nine German battalions, with machine- 
guns and three batteries of artillery, 


‘besides cavalry. When their own ammuni- 


tion, and the cartridges they took from 
the pouches of their dead and dying com- 
rades, were all spent, the Irish soldiers 
fought on desperately with their bayonets 
which the German thousands would not 
face. There the Munaters died, and dying, 
remembered the strands of Cork, the Kerry 
mountains and the Limerick meadows. 
At dusk—after nine o’clock—the sur- 
viving four officers and 256 men, most of 
them wounded, surrendered. The enemy 
advance had been held. back for seven 
hours at the cost of the destruction of the 


battalion; for only the regimental trans- 
port got away from Etreux. On the next 


buried their dead, and a German chaplain 
accompanied the burial party. Nine 
officers of the regiment, in their fighting 
kit, were buried in one grave, near the 
trench under the trees where the men of 
the Munsters sleep on their last battle- 
field. 

Many of the Irish soldiers who saved 
the country by facing together the horrors 
of modern war for four years, have since 
been facing alone the privations or 
horrors of modern peace. Almost thirty 
years ago, Sir A. Conan Doyle wrote of 
such men:—‘‘ Gallant hearts, ill paid, ill 
thanked, how poorly do the successful of 

he world compare ‘with their unselfish

Hearing the cry of ‘‘ Coal blocks ' ‘in 
the street the other day—so familiar from

We're all flowers, wall-flowers, 
And we all must die.”

Assurance v. Insurance: 


often wondered why some 
insurance companies bear the word 
insurance ’’ in their titles, while others 
display. the term ‘‘ assurance,’’ and on 
meeting a prominent Dublin insurance 
official, I asked him if he could explain 
the difference.

Dickens in Dublin. 


My recent reference to the Belfast visit 
of Charles Dickens prompts a corres- 
pondent to remind me of the fact that 
when the famous author visited Dublin 
in August, 1858, he was much struck by 
the many ways in which the Irish capital 
resembled Paris, particularly on the quays. 
Those were the days, apparently, when 
Dublin was at the height of its fame 
as “the car-drivingest city in Europe” ; 
fcr Dickens observes that the number of 
people whom he saw “riding about in 
ears as hard as they could split,’’ brought 
to his recollection a more distant scene 
and that, but for the dresses. he could 
have thought himself on the Toledo at 
Naples. 

Dickens failed, as all Englishmen fail, 
in his attempt to 1eproduce the Dublin 
dialect, as 18 shown in the account which 
he sent to his sister-in-law, of his colloquy 
with the small boy who acted as boots 
in Morrison’s Hotel, but at least he did 
not introduce preposterous diphthongs. Ir 
view of the recent complaints about the 
risible faculties of Abbey Theatre 
audiences, it is interesting to note that, 
according to Forster, the creator of Little 
Nell and Little Dombey, while delighted 
with the size of his audiences and the 
reception they gave him, “ came to have 
some doubt of their capacity of receiving 
the pathetic, but of their quickness as to 
the humorous there could be no question 
any more than of their. heartiness.’’

Spitting 
: Coal Blocks 


Spitting. 


I see that many of the “ Wicklow 
Hills’? ‘buses still retain that most 
delightful notice of theirs—‘‘ Spitters not 
carried.’’ It is ever so much more 
picturesque, I always think, than the 
usual, more prosaic, ‘‘ Please do not spit, ' 
“ No spitting,’’ or ‘‘ Passengers must not 
spit in or on the car.” Besides, it has a 
psychological value not possessed by those 
less colourful notices; for it implies that 
anyone who once offends in this respect 
immediately comes under the category ot 
‘“ spitters.”’ Now, I am sure that there 
are many people who thoughtlessly 
expectorate now and then, and yet, would 
be most indignant if they were accused of 
being habitual spitters; it is like calling 
the man who only takes an occasional glass 
a drinker. It is quite possible, therefore, 
that if notices such as this catch the eyes 
of actual or potential “i spitters’’ these 
people may be encouraged to break them- 
selves off a revolting habit. If these 
notices have this effect, they will be doing 
no small publiceservice ; for there must be 
few parts of the civilised world where 
spitting is more prevalent that it is in 
Ireland. This disgusting habit betrays a 
selfish attitude of mind, a careless lack of 
consideration for others, both for their 
health and feelings. In a word, it betrays 
a Jack of normal intelligence and common 
politeness. 


The Lansdowne ACarbles. 


Both because of their intrinsic and 
artistic value, and the fact that the 
owners have had very close association with 
Ireland, special interest will be taken in 
this country in the coming sale of the 
famous '' Lansdowne Marbles,’’ now in the 
possession of the 
sixth Marquess of 
Lansdowne, who only 
a few months ago 
resigned his office as 
a Senator of the 
Irish Free State. 

The Marbles, 
which are to be sold 
at Christie’s, in 
London, are among 
the finest in the 
world, and very high 
Em will probably 

forthcoming at 
the sale. 'They com- 
prise over 120. pieces 
of ancient Greek and 
Roman. statuary, a 
marble throne, and many beautiful frag- 
ments discovered near Hadrian’s Villa 
and on adjacent lands in Italy. 

There are three statues of Hermes, one 
beihg a replica of that now in the 
Vatican, and another replica of one in 
the Louvre. When these statues ‘came to 
England the Pope was asked to intervene, 
but they were acquired for the Lansdowne 
collection for £600 and £500 respectively. 

The collection was founded by Lord 
Shelborne, who formerly lived in what is 
now known as Lansdowne House, and on 
his death it was decided to sell the whole 
of the statues to the British Museum. 
The executors objected on the ground that 
they were heirlooms, and most of them 
remained in the possession of the Lans- 
downe family. 

Lansdowne House was sold last March, 
and it is because of the unsuitability of 
his present residence at Bowood Park as 
a home for the Marbles that the present 
Marquess has decided to place them in the 
market. | 


Ghe Pawnbroker’s Sign. 
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A correspondent writes:—The popular 
term ‘‘ golden balls’’ is a misnomer, and 


the correct name of the symbols is both 


interesting and significant. They are three 
bezants, an ancient heraldic device borne 
in many coats of arms besides that of the 
Medici family. They are not balls, but 
golden coins, which first came from Byzan- 
tium, and would be correctly represented 
by flat golden discs instead of the 
golden globes used by the pawnbrokers. 
The sign is as appropriate to the 
business of banking as to pawnbroking, 
though it has never been used by the 
bankers. The bezant in heraldry is one 
of a group of circular devices called 
roundels, two of which are of meta] and 
the others of colour. 
roundels are the bezant, which is gold, and 
the plate, which is silver, and both of 
these are flat discs. The coloured 
roundels, the chief of which are the hurte 
(blue), the tortean (red), and the pomme 
(green), are spherical in shape. The 
bezant was introduced into armoury during 
the Crusades, and was, therefore, a 
heraldic device’ for centuries before it 
became the sign of the money-lender. In 
heraldic language it is not described as a 
golden bezant, but merely a bezant, 
because it is always of gold, and the use 
of an unnecessary word is a linguistic 
offence in heraldry. 


A View of College. 


We rarely see our own show places. We 
will take a visitor over the grounds of 
Trinity College, and lose our own view of 
them in the passion of the cicerone, . We 
will go down to watch a match, and still 
not realiy see the surroundings in which it 
is being played. Indeed, daily we turn our 
backs upon the grounds the other side of 
the tall railings, and on the top deck of 
the tram-car are busy only with the news- 
paper. Yesterday I passed on a tram, and 
my attention was suddenly attracted 
through the haze of drizzling rain by the 
sight of a fire among the trees. Twigs and 
cead wood were sending up a glowing blaze. 
and, instinctively, my nostrils searched 
for the dear scent of a wood fire. Caught 
this way, I scanned the whole scene. It is 
strange how academic piles gather a living 
personality. The buildings seemed to be 
brooding in the rain, waiting for the full 
flow of the sap of youth to run in their 
aged veins when term shall be in stride.

Like the advance 
reconnaissance of an army, I could discern 
a couple of men in training trotting the 
track. The whole gave me one of those 
infrequent moments of quickened sentience 
which men store up and carry over far- 
flung distances of space and time.

all right from the financial aspect, but it 
should not be forgotten that laws which 
are suitable for one country may not be 
beneficial to the other, as Ireland is 
largely an agricultural country, while 
Great Britain is almost whelly industrial 


IMITATIVE POLICY CRITIC! 3ED. - 


There are signs that this imitative 
policy pursued by the Northern Unionist 
leaders is not altogether popular, many 
people being of opinion that they should 
think for themselves and take some defi- 
nite line of action with reference to the 
Six Counties. Some outspoken criticism 
of the British Conservative Party has 
been expressed by Mr. W. E. D. Allen, 
M.P., who represents West Belfast in 
the Unionist interests at Westminster. 
On Tuesday and Wednesday he addressed 
meetings of women Unionists in the city, 
and had very little to say in its favour. 
He described Mr, Baldwin's campaign of 
‘“safety first” as cowardly, and com- 
pared it to the miserable bleat of perp 
who were afraid of being run over. He 
advocated Free Trade within the Empire, 
and tariffs against foreign goods to pro- 
tect the home workers from the miseries 
of. unemployment. 

In this cheese = he pointed out that. 
the late Conservative Government had 
turned down the proposals to protect the 
linen industry, and he added, that his 
loyalty was due to the workless people 
of Belfast, and not to the Conservative 
Party. This will be strange reading for 
Lord Craigavon when he returns from 
New Zealand, as well as for his col- 
leagues in the Northern Cabinet ; for all 
their hopes are centred in the British 
Conservative Party. Mr. Allen says that 
instead of the Conservative slogan of 
“ safety first,” it should be Britain first 
and Britain all the time, with safeguard- 
ing for its industries. His frank 
criticism of the Conservative Party has 
created keen interest in this city, and is 
widely discussed. 


AUSTRALIA'S ANSWER. 


On ihe subject of tariffs it is interest- 
ing to note that a complaint has been 
made at the Derry Chamber of Commerce 
In regard to the increase made by 
Australia on the heavy duties already im- 
posed on British manufactures entering 
that Dominion. The question was raised 
by Mr. H. W. Porter, who mentioned that 
the new imposts took effect from 22nd 
November ‘last—-a serious matter for

orders or contracts on hand for future 
delivery in the Commonwealth. 

The increased tariffs, he said, gave them 
no option but to pay the additional 
amount or to cancel the order. A resolu- 
tion was passed adopting the decision of 
the Australian and New Zealand section 
of the London Chamber of Commerce, 
expressing regret that the Australian 
Government should have imposed further 
heavy customs duties on imported British 
goods, and declaring that the imposition 
of such duties would have a detrimental 
effect on the sale of Australian products 
in the United Kingdom. 

In this matter the Six Counties are in 
rather an awkward position; for only a 
couple of months* ago the Northern 
Premier, at a gathering of our Australian 
friends, was reported to have said that 
they were quite justified in striking 
tariffs, as they had a certain revenue to 
secure, although he asked that certain 
concessions should be made in regard to 
Trish linen. 

A POSTER NAMING CEREMONY. 


The temperance leaders have recovered 
from the disappointment caused by the 
results of the patliamentary elections last 
summer, when their candidates were com- 
pletely routed, and they have begun their 
winter crusade with renewed hope and 
courage.

designs as often as may be required, 
matter at what cost. Attention, he sair 
must also be paid to colour effects, 
order to capture the market. 

It is, of course, essential that the :

if success is to be assured; for, if Irish 
manufacturers do not supply the nee, 
their continental competitors, by doing » 
will gradually squeeze them out. Happily, 
the Linen Guild has set up committees to 
consider these things, and there is a stron 
tendency to break away from the ol:

bécome as go-ahead and enterprising a: 
the Americans themselves. 


A PROSPEROUS HARBOUR. 


Congratulations are due to the Belfas' 
Harbour Commissioners on the success co! 
another year’s working. They know their 
job, and do it well. At their meeting a 
couple of days ago the reports showed 
that the tonnage of vessels arriving at tlie 
port for 1929 was, with one exception, tho 
greatest in the history of the Trust, tho 
figures ‘being 3.277,727 tons, an increase 
of 254482. tons: as compared with tho 
previous twelve months, total. This 
gratifying. figure was only 20,912 tons less 
than the total tonnage of 1914, which was 
the “ record ” year for tonnage of the 
port, due probably to additional shipping 
after the outbreak of war. 

The Commissioners do everything 
possible to attract trade by providing the 
most modern facilities for loading, unload- 
ing and the storage of goods. Quite 
recently impartant improvements have 
been made at. the docks, and other schemes 
of development are in preparation. The 
great quays and basins arose out of slob- 
lands, and projects for their expansion 
are continually being brought forward. A 
clear vision of future requirements guides 
the members of the Board, and it is 
their ambition to make the port of Belfast 
one of the best in the Empire. 


RELFAST ELECTIO‘’S. 


Very little interest, apart from that o! 
persons immediately concerned, is being 
taken in the Belfast municipal elections. 
There are to be four contests, in only one 
of which a Unionist is opposed. In tho 
Deck Ward the outgoing Unionist 
councillor was again selected by the 
oficial organisation to uphold _ the 
Unionist banner, but he did not accept 
the honour, and an eleventh-hour hunt for 
a new candidate failed to find one. It is 
freely stated that the best men in the 
city refuse to come forward, even when 
they are asked—which is not always the 
case—as they do not care to be under an 
obligation to the official selectors, while, 
if they come forward as Independent 
candidates, they are described as traitors 
to the cause. 


A good many members of the Corpora 
tion do not hesitate to express the opinion 
that the Corporation never wil! be placed 
upon a proper basis until the city has 
been under the direction of a Commis- 
sioner, or general manager, for several 
years. A business man in control creates 
confidence, and, in the case of Donaghadee. 
where the local Council was suppressed 
and a Commissioner appointed, there 
seems to have been an improvement al! 
round. The general public is quite 
satisfied with the change.

Mr, Thomas Leen, member of the Kerry 
County Council and of the Irish Agricul- 
ture Organisation Society, also gave evidence 
in opposition to the application.

ALBERT COLLEGE FARM. 

Fully 300 delegates attended at the. Albert 
Agricultural College, Glasnevin, for pur- 
pose of seeing the: experiments and research 
work carried on at that institution, and on 
the farms attached to it under the Faculty of 
General Agriculture, Nationa] University of 
Treland. 

Professor Drew, Dean of the Faculty and 
Director of. the Albert Agricultural Collége, 
welcomed the delegates.on behalf of. the 
College, and on his own. behalf, before 
inviting them to start on their tour of inspec- 
tion. Their work at, the Albert Agricultural 
College, he scid, might be divided into two 
main sections—namely, educational and re- 
search. On the educational! side, there was a 
degree course, extending over four years, in 
which the student could obtain a dégree in 
agriculture, horticulture and forestry, These 
students. were being trained. as agricultural 
instructors, teachers in agricultural. schools, 
au | in research work. 

In addition there was a short course of one 
year's: duration. This was a very popular 
course, and there were usually from seventy 
to. a hundred applications yearly for about 
thirty places: ‘Theré was also a short course 
in horticulture. ) 

(in the research and investigation side, they 
had. two departments, as well equipped us 
any of the kind in Europe, owing to the 
finances provided by the Agriculture and 
Dairy Science Act. ‘There were alepartments 
of general agriculture, agricultural chemistry, 

lant pathology, anunal nutrition, agriceltural 
otany and bacteriology, plant-breeding, 
horticulture, and agricultural zoology. 


TOUR OF INSPECTION, 

Atter the formal reception, the delegates 
were conducted over the college premises and 
grounds by anen:bers of the staff, who ex- 
plained the work that is carried on. Lhe 
well-appointed farm yard and farm buildings 
were oxaniined minutely, as also was the large 
stock of modern agricultural machinery, imn- 
cluding an up-to-dute milking plant, which is 

iving every satisfaction. Thisisatribute toa 
farm where a large dairy herd.is kept. The 
dairy herd and other cattle were inspected 
with interest, and equally close attention was 
devoted to ‘he large white pigs. 

CAN BUTTER FAT BE INCREASED? 

In connection with. the feeding of stock, 
Mr. Sheehy recommended that young calves 
shonld be fed three times daily in crder to 
prevent their dying of indigestion. At the 
same time, he said, they should not feed too 
much, as many calves died of too much kind- 
ness.. -He mentioned that experiments wer 
now being conducted on the fgrm with a view 
to increasing. the percentage of butter fat m 
milk. and he hoped that, with luck, they 
would succeed. It had been found that 
linseed oil had a temporary effect, in. this 


effect, except in minute quantities, 

With regard to pigs, he said that thev 
always did better when they had plenty of 
mf and sunlight. !

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RATHDOWN COUNCIL’S 
ESTIMATES.

INCREASE ON LAST YEAR SS 

FIGURES. 

At the meeting of the Rathdown Rural 
Council, Mr. A. W. Cullen, Chairman, pre- 
siding, the Secretary, Mr. P. Cunniam, sub- 
mitted his estimates of expenditure for the 
year ending March, 1931, which were adopted, 
and the demand made accordingly upon the 
Dublin County Council. ‘Che total estimate 
of expenditure was £14,390 and revenue 
£9 980. The demand on the County Council 
was, therefore, £12,110, being £8,560 in re-. 
spect. of repayment of loans, £750 for general 
charges, and £2,800 in respect of separate 
charges. 

The estimate showed an increase of £190 
on last vear’s estimate, which, Mr. Cunniam 
informed the Council, was due to increased 
liabilities under the heading of loans, the 
Council in the past year having embarked on 
a number of new schemes. 

The estimated revenue of £2,280 was made 
up of rents of labourers’ cottages £1,900. 
water rents £80, other receipts £300. The 
item rents showed an increase of £500, due 
to the inclusion of rates in the weekly rents 
of the new type of dwellings. . This Was 
taken into account in the estimate of ndi- 
ture, as the sum woald be handed over to the 
County Council.

| The British’ Empire, since the ‘War, has 


been ca@mfronted by a series. of problems 
which before 1914 would have defeated 
the most subtle imagination. Posed with 
these questions, the Parliament at West- 
minster has been called upon to readjust 
its historic attitude. ' The British Con- 
stitution is proverbially | elastic; but, 
unhappily, 1ts development in our own 
age has been hampered by the: advent of 
unexpected influences. Whereas in the 
past His Majesty’s Government has been 
asked to settle seriatim the needs of 
European and domestic difficulties, to-day 
it is being, asked to solve simultaneously 
world and ‘the problems of 
the proletariat. A Labour Government 
at present sits in the seat. of Carteret, 
Pitt and Disraeli. Perhaps, intellectually 
its members are not inferior, but the 
environment and lessons of days spent 
in early struggles for the emancipation 
of trade unionism narrowed the 
outlook of Britain’s present rulers.

_ A meeting of the Institution of Electrical 
Engineers (Irish Centre] was heid in the 
Physical Laboratory, Trinity College, Dublin, 
last night. Mr. T. J. Monaghan, M.1.E.F., 
Chairman of.the Irish Centre, presided, and 
there was a large attendance. 

An interesting function took place at the 
opening of the meeting, when a gold medal, 
which is given each year by the “Electrical 
Association (Incorporated) to 
the apprentice inderitured to any of its 
members who secures the highest place in the 
final grade examination of the “City and 
Guilds of London Institute, was presented by 
the Chairman to Lorcan W. Kennan, a 
Dublin apprentice, indentured fo Mr. A. G. 


Bruty, M.I.E.E., 7 and 8 Eden quay, Dublin. 


A, BRILLIANT APPRENTICE. 

This medal is competed for by apprentices 
in all. parts.of Great Britain and Ireland. 
Lorcan Keunan has received the congratula- 
tions of everyone connected with the electrical 
trade here and across the Channel upon his 
success. He entered the Dublin Corporation 
Technical Schools for a two ‘years’ training 
under the scholarship scheme of the Corpora- 
tion. At the end of that period he was in- 
dentured to Mr. A. G. Bruty for three years, 
and received further training. In addition 
to the medal, a valuable cash prize is. given 
by the Electrical Contractors’ Association, 
which, it is understood, is being used by this 
successful apprentice to further his studies. 
In addition, Lorcan Kennan receives the 
silver medal given by the City and Guilds of 
London Institute for first place in the British 
Commonwealth and a Dublin Corporation 
Scholarship value £25. Hearty congratala- 
tions were extended to him on his remark- 
able success. 

“ The Heating of Buildings Electrically by 
Means of Thermal Storage’’ was the subject 
of a paper by Lieutenant-Colonel 8. F. 
Monkhouse, R.E. (T.R.), and Mr. L. C. 
Grant, which was read by the latter. It 
stated that during the past few years there 
had been considerable development in the 
electric heating of buildings, in which 
radiators and other types of direct heating 
appliances had played the principal part; 
but, as the energy supplied for such apparatus 
must be restricted and must always be avail- 
able for use, it followed that the price charged 
for. such supplies was governed largely by the 
same factors as applied to any ordinary supply 
of electricity. 

To make use of off-peak supplies a system 
of storage was necessary, as usually the off- 
peak hours were the few hours on either side 
of midnight, when the ordinary public 
services were not generally required. 

AN ECONOMICAL METHOD. 

A cheap and economical method now 
employed of strong heat from off-peak 
electrical energy was to heat water during the 
off-peak hours and to store it in tanks suit- 
ably lagged, so as to enable them to retain 
the heat for use when required during the 
remainder of the twenty-four hours. Systems 
operating upon this principle had the im- 
portant advantago over systems making use of 
solid or liquid fuels, that flues and smoke- 
stacks were dispensed with. This, particularly 
in a new building, was a point of considerable 
importance, and resulted in an appreciable 
saving in. the first cost of the building and 
its subsequent cost of maintenance. It also 
had appreciable value in making available, 
for office cr other accommodation, additional 
space, with possibly an increased rental value, 

THE ELECTRODE BOILER. 

It was an advantage in favour of the 
electrode boiler that it could be designed 
almost equally well for either high or low 
voltage, but the electrodes for the low- 
voltage boiler should naturally be correspond- 
ingly larger for a given load rating than for 
the high voltage pattern, and it was worth 
noting that the extra electrode area for low- 
voltage work sometimes necessitated a com- 
plicated arrangemen‘, of electrodes, - which 
tended to increase the cost. It was on this 
account, therefore and because of the greater 
difficulty of appiying low-voltage electrode 
boilers to a low-voltage earthed-neutral 
system that the resistance heater method was 
frequently. preferred, when only a low-voltage 
supply was available. Resistance heaters 
usually embodied the storage cylinder, and 
“boiler’® in ane unit, and the storage system 
usually took the form of a horizontal drum 
with the resistance heaters» placed along a 
horizontal axis

It was an artistic revival 
of an ancient Roman nuptial ceremony 
which emerged from the darkness and 
cradually appeared between the Rostrum, 
the Temple of Concord and the Basilica 
of Julia. There were plebeians and 
patricians, gladiators and slaves, praetors 
end barbarian Gauls. Boys and girls 
carried baskets of flowers, preceded by 
lantern-bearers and followed by high 
priests with the animals for the sacrifice. 

Then came the litters, each borne by six 
huge Ethiopians, carrying the bride and 
ibvidegroom, surrounded and followed by 
their relations, with hawthorn branches. 
The procession ended with’ groups of 
women holding lighted torches and nuptial 
presents and throwing flowers. 

The priests approached the altar pre- 
pared for the sacrifice, the bull was laid 
upon it ‘and apparently slain. This 
marked the end of the marriage ceremony, 
and the procession gradually faded once 
more away into the darkness. 


5,000 AT SUPPER. 

When this interesting pageant of the 
past, due to the initiative of the artist, 
Diulio Camoellotti, was over a sumptuous 
supper was served which, owing to the 
extraordinary number of guests (over five 
thousand) was divided between three 
rooms-—one for the Royalties and the 
Diplomatic Corps, the Cabinet Ministers 
and all the highest authorities, another 
for less distinguished guests, and the 
third for the commoners.

The splendour of the illuminations of 
the Eternal City to-night will remain 
among the most abiding memories of the 
Noyal wedding. The City Fathers pro- 
vided a feast for the eyes, and all Rome 
and the visitors were in the streets 
admiring it. 
The iluminations were especially 
pleasing in the old archwological zones. 
The three ancient forums, the Theatre of 
Marcellus and the Baths of Caracalla and 
Diocletian’ were fantastically lit up by 

hundreds of multi-coloured reflectors. 
For the illumination of the Quirinal 


Square alone half a million candle-power 


was used, and on the Pincian Hil] ten 
thousand bulbs and twenty searchlights, 
each of three thousand candle power, were 
installed. 

“ THE GIRANDOLA.”’ 

The most striking feature of the 
‘lluminations to the foreign observer was, 
perhaps, the traditional Roman “ Giran- 
dola.”’ or firework display, carried out 
according to the system invented by 
Michel Angelo. This took place on the 
Janiculam Hill, and was visible from 
nearly every part of Rome. It began and 
ended with a spray of four thousand 
rockets, and included catherine wheels, 
spirals and other dazzling devices too 
numerous to mention,

GRIEVANCE. 


DUBLIN PORT. 


REJECTED ANIMALS SENT 
VIA BELFAST. 


- 


What is said to be a grievance, which 
reacts with considerable harm to cattle 
exporters in the Free State in the ship- 
ment of cows to England, was stated by 
representatives of the export trade who 
formed a deputation to the Free State 
Department of Agriculture yesterday, 
where the matter was discussed at some 
longth. 

The deputation complained that the re- 
strictions concerning the import of cattle 
into England were interpreted too severely 
by veterinary inspectors at the Port of 
Dublin, resulting in the rejection of many 
beasts, thus nullifying the efforts of the 
exporters, and placing the trade in u 
perilous position. 

The deputation contended that it was 
possible to have cattle that had been re- 
jected at Dublin shipped from the Port of 
Belfast, where, they stated, the regula- 
tions were not so stringent. 


DUBLIN TO BELFAST. 

In their opinion there appeared to be 
one set of regulations for the Free State 
and another for Northern Ireland. The 
consequent transport of catile rejected at 
Dublin to Belfast meant a huge loss of 
profit to the exporters, which naturally 
would react against the Free State pro- 
ducer, who found that it was only possible 
for him to dispose of these surplus fat 
and milch cows by having them sent to 
England. : 

The members of the deputation repre- 
senting the English buyers stated that if 
the restrictions continued to be severely 
interpreted, they would have no option 
but to refrain from attending at the 
Dublin Cattle Market. They pointed out 
the disadvantages that would result to 
the Irish farmer who desired to keep a 
voung herd on his farm. Owing to the 
absence of buyers from the Dublin market 
Free State farmers would have to pay the 
cost of transport of their beasts to 
Northern markets, where they would be 
bought by English bnyers, and shipped to 
England with less risk of rejection. 


SUGGESTION TO ENGLISH BUYERS. 

It is stated that the Secretary of the De- 
partment of Agriculture suggested that 
the English members of the deputation 
should communicate with the British 
Department of Agriculture through their 
Association in an effort to have the regu- 
lations made less stringent. The Free 
State veterinary inspectors were not being 
unduly severe, bat were endeavouring to 
interpret the Bovine Tuberculosis Order 
in a judicious and fair sense. 

The British representatives agreed to 
the course suggested, and the matter rests 
there for the moment. 

The Irish exporters were represented on 
the deputation by Messrs. John Cassidy, 
C..D. Crowley, M. Bermingham and D. 
McGrenaghan, and the English exporters 
by Messrs. D. Tordiss, W. Shaw, A. 
Preece and J. Wardburton. Mr. David 
Parry, O.B.E., represented the British 
and Irish Steampacket Company.

FILM. CENSORSHIP 
IN {[929. 


REPORT OF: FREE STATE 
BOARD, 


The report on the work of the Free State 
Official Film Censor for the year ending lst 
December, 1929, reveals that 1,200 mil 
filrhs were inspected oo Ar period... . 

‘This total represents 6,240,056 feet, an in- 
crease over 1 of 557,362 feet, and in- 
cludes 1.464 drama and comedy films, 4,691,420 
feet; 512 interest, 309,648 feet; 36 appeal, 
259,371 feet. 

Very few of. the interest films called for 
amendment, but the dramas and comedics 
were disposed of as follows :—Passed uncon- 
ditionally, --867; passed after amendment, 
200; . rejected (dramas), 74; rejected 
(comedies), 53. 

Forty films included in ‘‘ Interest ' were 
certified ‘‘ Educational,’’ and were admitted 
free of duty and censorship fees. There were 
36 iappeals against cuts and rejections, : and 


of these the Censor confirmed 24 and reversed [| 


3. In eight cases films which were the sub- 
ject of appeal Were passed with amendments, 
and in one, case the ssoard made no decision. 
Thousands of pictorial advertisements ‘vere 
examined, and 953 were rejected. 

The report. adds that the,year had been a 
memotable one in the history of the cinema, 
owing to the advent of the sound film. For 
ten months—March-December—158. long films 
and 172 short films were submitted, but as 
they were shown without sound or explana-« 
tory sub-titles, it was not possible to deduce 
the .plots.- As the censorship is legally re- 
stricted to the visual. the certificates issued 
were endorsed “ Plot and sound not 
censored.”’

The Treaty .of: Versailles, which. came 
into force ten years ago to-day, called 
into official existence’ the League of 
Nations, and The Times, in a leading 
article to-day, remarks: —lIn the ten years 
of its existence the League has quietly 
made good. Its. arbitral functions have 
been exerciserl with varying success in a 
large number of international differences, 
and it has several major successes to its 
credit. . 

Though much has been done, much more 
“remains. <A great step forward has been 
taken, but the League is still in the ex- 
perimental stage. It has not yet acquired 
—that could bang have been expected in 
ten years—the authority necessary for the 
fulfilment of all its functions. It has, 
for instance, made hardly any impression 
upon the problem of disarmament; for 
such progress as had been made in that 
‘sphere has been achieved outside the 
League. It has not exorcised the danger 
of war, though it has undqubtedly lessened 
It is still-faced, “in General Smuts’: 
words, by the problem of justice. It 1s 
not yet. in a position, in fact, to do the 


i work that wars have done in the past. 


WAR OBSOLETE. 

Some of its more fanatical supporters 
burke the difficulty by trying to re-write 
history in euch a form as to deny the 
benefits which have accrued to mankind 
throwzh the agency of war; yet war has, 
in fact, been a reformer, has made possible 
political readjustments, has liberate 
oppressed races without number, has con- 
stantly been the instrument of progress 
and of justice. Obsolete and detestable as 
it is, war alone has rendered some of 
these changes possible, and peace, as 
General Smuts truly remarked the other 
day, must be dynamic; it must not simply 
entrench the status quo. The real test of 
the League, therefore, has still to come. 
The prevailing mood of pacifism is in part 
merely a reaction from the herrors in- 
separable from war. and real. friends of 
the League will face the fact that it has 
yet-to prove its worth as a substitute. 

The League, after all, is only what its 
component: nations-make it. It provides 
‘the. statesmen, of the world with a system 
for the settlement of differences in favour- 
“able surroundings, but no one at Geneva 
expects them to cease to. defend the 
legitimate “interests of their country as 
soon as ‘they arrive there. It would, in- 
deed,: be deplorable if they did. All that 
the ideal of the League demands is that 
every. nation should be mindful of the 
rights of others, and should recognise that 
the common welfare transcends indivi- 
dual interests. The full observance of 
the clauses of the Covenant does imply— 
though they powhere actually postulate— 
a slight restriction of national sovereignty, 
not in the sense of a pusillanimous abdi- 
cation of essential rights, but as a 
deliberate contribution to the sum total of 
international welfare.

OBITUARY. 


THE RIGHT REV. RAYMOND 
D’AUDEMAR ORPEN. 


We regret to announce the death, which took 
place yesterday at Rathronan Rectery, Ardagh, 
County Limerick, of the Right Rev. Raymond 
D’Audemar Orpen, D.D., late Bishop of 
Limerick, Ardfert, and Aghadoe, at the age 
of 92 years. | 

Born in 1837, the son of Sir Richard Orpen, 
of ‘Ardtully,” Kenmare, County Kerry, Dr. 
Orpen was educated privately in his earlier 
days, later entering Dublin University, where 
he graduated: in 1859, taking the degree of 
B.A. In, 1860 he obtained the Divinity 
Testimonium, and in 1864 the degree of M.A 
Wag. conferred. on. him. ‘Ordained ~in 1860 he 
held successively the: curacies .of Rathronan, 
Tralee and Adare, and in 1869 was appointed 
Incumbent cf Tralee, becoming Archdéacon af 
Ardfert in 1885. For thirteen vears following 

894° he was Chaplain to the. Bishop of 
Limerick, and in 1907 was consecrated

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GREAT ENTHUSIASM, 
From Ovn Sprecrat. REPRESENTATIVE. 
ARMAGH, Thursday Night. 

The Primatial City gave the biggest wel 
come in its history to Cardinal MacRory 
to-night, on his return from Rome, after 
having been raised to the eminence of the 
Cardinalate. Irom far and wide people 
came in thousands, thronging the streets of 
the city and the‘approaches to the station. 
As the explosions of the fog signals heralded 
the entry of the special train into the station 
a great cheer was raised. It took all the 
efforts of the force of police and stewards to 
keep the course from the station to the 
Cathedral clear for the passage of the proces- 
sion. 

With no little difficulty His Eminence was 
escorted from the train to the waiting moto 
car, in which he was to drive in a triumphal 
procession to the Cathedral. Cheer upon 
cheer rent the air, and the enthusiasm of the 

ple expressed itself in every possible way. 

‘rom the hill at the back of the Cathedra! 
itself the air was alight with a continuous 
stream of coloured fireworks, which exploded 
with deafening reports at times. 

Above all else in a city of decorations and 
illuminations could be’ seen the magnificent 
pile of the Cathedral, limmed against the 
darkness of the night by powerful search- 
lights. Banners and bunting were everywhere. 
but it was in the illuminations that the 
people achieved the most striking effect. 
Muiti-coloured electric fairy lights and 
Japanese lanterns were strung across the 
streets and from house to house, while at the 
corner of one street a huge coloured electric 
sign blazed forth the word “ Welcome.” 
There was scarcely a house that had not 
every window lighted up, either by electric 
light or by rows upon rows of candles. 

Pipe bands and brass bands preceded the 
procession to the Cathedral, but the sound oi 
their playing was drowned by the tumultuous 
shouting of the crowd that lined the way. 


AT THE CATHEDRAL, 

Progress was slow, and, although 
distance was short, it took some time for the 
procession to reach the top of the steps 
outside the entrance to the Cathedral, where 
the Cardinal was given a formal and simple 
welcome. 

The Rev. Michael McGuone, U.C., on 
behalf of the people of Armagh, gave a 
hearty weicome to their new Cardinal. It 
was a joyful night for all of them, he said, 
and for the old city and parish of Armagh. 
His Eminence had only to look around cn 
the thousands of eager faces in that vast 
assembly, full of good-will and pleasure, to 
understand better than any words coaild 
convey to him the pride and joy that was 
theirs. Once again the Holy See had honoured 
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himself, but of them—proud of the faith 
that they had inherited from their glorious 
forefathers, and that lay at the back of this 
demonstration—proud of their loyalty to 
their Frimate and priests, of which he had 
heard so often before he came amongst. them, 
and of which this night’s demonstration was 
one more glorious proof. He knew that they 
did rejoice on his account at the honoar coe 
ferred upon him, but he knew, too, that 
they rejoiced for bigger and broader rea- 
sons. They rejoiced that this great honour 
had been conferred on Ireland—that it had 
been conferred on the See of St. Patrick. 

He thought he was right in believing that 
they found a special reason for rejoieing in 
the fact that for the first time.in 1,500 years 
the dignity of Cardinal had been conferred 
on a Primate who was one of themselves—a 
child of the archdiocese. (Loud cheers.) 

They were all deeply indebted..to.the. Holy 
Father for the honour he had confefred on 
their country.

A GREAT HONOUR, 

When they thought of the comparatively 
small number of Cardinals, and the vast 
extent of the Church’s Empire, and. then 
again of that comparatively small island that

lt was because Pius XI; loved Ireland and 
knew the wonderful part that Ireland played 
in the Catholic Church—it was for. this 
reason that he had hastened so soon to give 
them another Cardinal after his illustrious 
predecessor had passed away.

“I have made particular gur into the 
matter, and am quite satisfied that the 
veterinary inspection has not been unduly 
exacting, and farther that the inspection 
has been carried on with all consideration 
towards the manufacturer, consistent with 
the public health regulations. From examina- 
tion of the only reports of other centres 
which I happen to- have, .I find that 
(exclusive of the large condemnations for 
causes Other than -tuberculosis) :— 
in 1927, ín Edinburgh, 2 were totally 
condemned fdr tuberculosis in. every 
1,000 swine ne va ; : 
In 1927. in Birmingham, 5 were totally 
condemned for tuberculosis in. every 
1,000 swine slaughtered. 
In 1928, in. Aberdeen, 5 were totally con- 


swine slaughtered, 
and for the last six months in Donnelly’s 
factory, where 26,969 pigs were slaughtered, 
25, or less than 1 per thousand, were totally 
condemned by our officers. . 

‘The Superintendent Medical Officer of 
Health, the Chief Veterinary Officer, and 
myself have always given carefal. considera- 
tion to any grieyance Messrs. Donnelly, 
Limited, wished to bring forward in regard 
to this inspection. I am satisfied onr in- 
spection did not \give reasonable cause for 
closing of the factory, and that Messrs, Don- 
nelly, Limited, if they thought they had a 
grievance, should’ have sought to have the 
grievance rectified, and not to have closed 
the factory without so doing.”’ 

PROPRIETOR’S VIEWS. | 

In the course of a statement which he 
made to the Press, Mr James O’Mara, pro- 
prietor and manager of the concern, said 
that the stoppage of his business was due 
to the system of inspection adopted by the 
public health authorities, two of whose 
officials, he said, were continual! on the 
premises, where their tactics in discharging 
their duties resulted in the condemnation of 
a very large number of carcases. Hé esti- 
mated that his Joss. last year from that 
system of inspection amounted to £2,700, The 
resources of the firm could not stand that 
strain, and he was forced to close the factory 
and get rid of his workers. | 

Mr. O'Mara pointed ont that it was custom- 
ary to kill 2,000 pigs and: make a mile of 
sausages in the factory every week. Large 
súpblies of the- hacon were tured for set 
to America and France, and in Ireland 5 
and pigs’ heads were a popular dish. An 
excessive number of pigs’ heads were con- 
demned, and he could say the same as re- 
gards the bodies, He was desirous of having 
the inspection conducted on reasonable lines 
in order that the export meat could carry a 
certificate of fitness for food. 

He added that up to last year it was the 
custom of the veterinary inspectors of the 
Dublin Corporation to pay regular visits to 
his factory, but during the past year two 
of them were continually on the premises. 
The reason given for the condemnation of 
large numbers of-pigs was that the animals 
had been affected with tuberculosis. 

Mr. Robert Briscoe, T.D. for South Dublin, 
has been interesting himself in the dispute. 
Having seen Mr. O'Mara, who told him of 
sundry grievances which he had in regard 
to the method of meat inspection at his 
factory, he approached Commissioner 
O'Dwyer and the Medical Officer of Health 
for the City, Dr. Russell, and ascertained 
their side of the case,

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UNEMPLOYMENT 
PROBLEM IN BELFAST. 


POSITION OF LINEN TRADE. 


The Chairman of the Belfast Savings Bank 
(Mr. James A. Thompson), who presided at 
the annual meeting in Belfast, referred to 
th» unemployment problem, and urged safe- 
guarding as a solution, 

Reviewing the industrial situation in Bel- 
fast, Mr. Thompson recalled that since the 
war twenty linen factories had closed down, 
which meant that 6,145 looms were idle. If 
these looms were all working they would 
employ 5,000 hands. Eleven of these spinning 
mills were completely closed up or not able 
to work, which meant that 158,808 spindles 
were idle and that 5,000 workers were un- 
employed. Yet last month there were 140,000 
bundles ef Belgian yarn importéd into Bel- 
fast. , Other countries seemed to be getting 
on their legs, but théy did not seem to be 
making any headway. 

The United States were giving. a rebate 
of 50 milliens of their taxes, Germany 45 
millions, and France 22 millions. The British 
Government were going to add 50 millions 
to the existing crushing burden of taxation. 
If any ordinary business was managed in 
that way it would drift. into bankruptcy, and 
eventually out of existence.
